Royal Canadian Air Force offi- 
cers say they believe the pilot 
and navigator of a CF-100 plane 
were dead or unconscious be- 
/Yore the plane crashed into a 


/econvent rest home Tuesday, 
killing 15 persons 

Officers at Uplands, ‘where 
the twin-jet interceptor was 

based, believe an accident oc- 
curred at about 33,000 feet be- 
fore the plane began its dive. 

There appear to be two pos- 
sible causes for the crash: fail- 
ure of the oxygen system or an 
‘internal explosion in the air- 
craft. 

* About three minutes elapsed 
hetween the time something 
went wrong in the stratosphere 
and when the rocket-carrying 
CF-100 rammed into the rest 
home seven miles east of here. 

Under routine procedure, the 
crew would have asked for 
ground control for permission 
to lower through the thick cloud 
layer at about 9000 feet. No 
such request came, and officers 
believe the plané was already 
out of control, with the pilot 
and navigator unconscious or 
dead, when it broke through 
cloud. 

The pilot, Flying Officer Wil- 
liam Schmidt of Medicine Hat, 
Alta., and Creston, B.C., was 
rated as a good flyer. 

The R.C.A.F. said an unex- 
ploded rocket head is missing 
from the scene of the crash. It is 
highly dangerous if mishandled. 
The announcement said a spec- 
tator apparently picked up the 
head.

It preceded action by Con- 
gress in wiping out of a sup- 
plemental budget bill $3,500,000 
requested to start building a 
new generating unit at the John 
Sevier steam plant. 

Congress adopted the con- 
tention, expressed originally by 
a majority of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, that 
TVA has money to do the work 
|in its power revenues fund and 
doesn’t need an appropriation. 

Representative Joe L. Evins, 
(Dem.), Tennessee, referred to 
the possibilty that the money 
would be denied, then said to 
Vogel at the hearing: “We hear 
a lot of talk that TVA should 
stand on its own feet... it has 
now reached the position where, 
at least for a temporary time, 
TVA could stand on its own 
feet if it were not blocked in 
the use of corporate funds; is 
that not correct?’ 

Question of Rate Rise. 


“I do not think it is correct,” 
replied Vogel, adding: “When 
vou say for a limited time, I 
suppose I would have to agree 
with you but I feel that it would 
be entirely impracticable to 
operate TVA and meet the ob- 
ligations of the future entirely 
on a basis of utilization of reve- 
nues. The only way that could 
be accomplished would be by 
increasing the rates so that the 
income might thereby be in- 
creased.” 


Earlier Vogel had said 
the question: of use of TVA 
funds could be “readily re- 
solved by one of two means.” 


He listed first “the suggested 
method” of appropriating the 
$3,500,000 to start the $28,000.- 
000 unit. This has since been 
turned down by Congress. 

“If there is a question beyond 
that,” Vogel said, “it would be 
a very simple matter for Con- 
gress to declare its approval of 
the utilization of corporate 
funds 

“T think it is recognized there 
is some doubt about the exist- 
ing authority, at least there 
are two sides to the question, 
and as long as such doubt exists 
it could be dispelled quite read- 
ily by a positive action on the 
part of Congress.” |. 

A number of mémbers of both 
the House and Senate in debate 
preceding passage of the sup- 
plemental budget bill — which 
included no money for TVA and 
gave tacit approval to use of 
revenues for building — said 
bills would be offered to spell 
out TVA spending authority.

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SUKARNO SAYS 
INDONESIA, U.S. 


SEEK SAME GOAL 


Mankind Is Basic. 
Aim but Tactics Dif- 


fer, He Asserts. | 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
~—President Sukarno of Indo- 
Nesia said today America’s op- 
position to Communism and his 
country’s fight against coloni- 
alism are only differing ap- 
proaches to the same basic goal | 
—a larger freedom for man- 
kind. | 

“We differ in tactics because 
our immediate problems are 
different, but we have the same 
basic aim,” he said in a speech 
to the National Press Club. 

Explaining why Indonesia and 
other “neutralist’ countries: of 
Southeast Asia do not take a/ 
more vigorous anti-Communist 
attitude, he said “there may 
well be more than one road to 
final consummation of a pol- 
icy: 

The Asian leaders said the de- 
feat of Communism was not the 
final objective of American pol- 
icy even though Americans view 
it “as a most desirable thing.” | 

Seeking Larger Freedom. 

“I think you would agree and | 
the leaders of your nation would 
agree that you are seeking a 
larger freedom of mankind.” 

Indonesia's approach to the 
same goal of freedom, he said 
is to “shake off the final bonds 
and effects of colonialism.” 

Noting that Indonesia has 
been caMed a fence-sitting na- 
tion, Sukarno said in reference 
to the East-West cold war: “We 
have no intention of being tram- 
pled to death in the corral.” But 
he said his country “will never 
be neutral until man the world 
over is free.” 

As for offers of aid from the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and Communist China, Sukarno 
repeated that Indonesia would 
take assistance ‘“‘whereever it | 
comes from,’ but would never 
barter its freedom 

“No torrent of dollars, no cas- 
cade of rubles will change that,” 
he declared. “Equally dollars 
and rubles will mean nothing 
unless they respect the national 
aspirations of the people of 
those continents.” 

Feels ‘Unprotected.’ 


The Indonesian chief execu- 
tive repeated that Indonesia 
feels “incomplete and unpro- 


tected” with Dutch New Guinea | 
(West Irian) still in the hands 
of The Netherlands 

“There is no such thing as a 
beneficent colonialism, just as 
there is no such thing as a 
beneficient disease,’ Sukarno 
said. . 

Sukarno emphasized that In- 
donesia was “not anti-West,” 
but that it regarded colonialism 
as “one manifestation of the 
West which we—and all of Asia 


—completely reject and will 
continue to reject.” 
Sukarno stressed again the 


theme of his address yesterday 
to a joint session of Congress 
“To understand Asia and Afri- 


ca, we must understand na- 
tionalism.” 

His country, he added, has 
won its national independence 


“and we are trying to give that 
independence a genuine and 
worthwhile content for every 
hungry. man, every weary wom- 
an, every unlettered child in 
our vast archipelago. A hungry 
man cannot eat a voting paper 
We believe in methods and 
ideals of democracy, but it must 
be an economic and social de- 
mocracy as well as a political 
democracy In the midst of 
want, social inequality and pov- 
erty, democracy cannot exist 
for long.” 
Praised by President.

What Downtown Needs 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

The coming campaign by the 
Chamber of Commerce to freshen up 
downtown St. Louis includes face 
lifting and the cleaning of buildings 

Laudable as these efforts may be, 
_ I believe they will do little to alter 
the essential dreariness of the city. 
Downtown has deteriorated beyond 
the point where a little makeup 
will do much good 

I suggest that attention be di- 
rected to more constructive meas- 
ures among which I would include: 

1. Landscaping. The downtown 
area needs nothing so much as it 
needs trees. Planting need not wait 
for large redevelopment schemes, 
but could begin modestly on any 
spot large enough to sustain a tree, 
or a bush, or a patch of grass and 
flowers. 

2. Limitation of billboards and 
ether signs. Buildings, facelifted or 
not, are disgraced by the display of 
a variety of tasteless advertisements 
Hang the usual signs on the Taj 
Mahal, bracket it with a billboard 
er two, place it downtown and its 
appearance will be unseemly enough 
to make it indistinguishable from its 
meighbors. 

3. Common sense traffic control. 
Left to itself municipal government 
seems to cater to automobiles while 
giving little thought to the taxpayer. 
Superhighways in themselves will 
mot salvage the city. Without in- 
creased parking space, pedestrian 
ways, and access streets, new ex- 
pressways may be more of a curse 
than a blessing by bringing more 
cars into an area obviously unfit 
for present traffic demands. 

In short a real effort should be 
made, in my opinion, to make the 
downtown area a more agreeable 
place to work, to shop, sight-see, or 
theater-go. Building cleaning just 
won't turn the trick. Facelifting is 
not what draws tourists to Paris in 
the spring.

Ordeal of the ‘Fed’ 


Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey has 
turned up the heat on the Federal Reserve 
Board. When he told the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee that he disagreed with the Board's latest 
increase in discount rates—having agreed with 
the previous four—he inevitably increased the 
pressure on the Board to reverse its credit- 
tightening policy. 

President Harlow H. Curtice of General Mo- 
tors used his own by no means inconsiderabie 
hammer on the Board two days earlier. He 
blames tight credit for the fall-off in auto sales, 
and he wants looser money quick. So does the 
magazine Business Week, which fears that the 
tight-money policy may generate falling sales 
and rising unemployment by September and 
October—a timing which, it guesses, “will cause 
no sadness in the Democratic National Com- 
mittee.” 

It will take fortitude for Chairman William 
McChesney Martin of the Board—himself an 
Eisenhower appointee—to stand up under this 
kind of pressure. But if he caves in, against his 
own better judgment and that of his advisers, 
the independence of the Federal Reserve Board 
from government and political control will be 
seriously endangered. 

* > > 

There is no way of assuring that the Board is 
right in its technical judgment that a fifth tight- 
ening of credit is the proper way to manage 
the economy at this particular time. Nobody 
can guarantee that the Board is right in conclud- 
ing that we face a serious inflationary threat 
which needs to be curbed before it gets out of 
hand. Secretary Humphrey and other economic 
experts clearly disagree. They think the danger 
is not inflation but potential slump. 


Both the Board and Mr. Humphrey were 
wrong in 1953, when they jointly tightened credit 
too sharply too fast, and had to reverse them- 
selves in order to end the recession of that year. 
Either or both could err again; economics is not 
an exact science. 

Right or wrong, however, the Board must use 
its own judgment if it is to act as a politically 
independent regulator of the economy. 


We may pray that its judgment will be good, 
that in applying the credit brakes it does not 
throw us all through the windshield. We may 
hope that in making money tight enough to 
check inflation it does not make it so tight as to 
throttle the healthy growth that is vital to our 
economy. But if the Board can be pressured into 
changing its policies, either by powerful business 
men or powerful government officials, then its 
independence is a fiction.

Credit restrictions are always unpopular with 
those who have been profiting from easy credit: 
yet such restrictions are sometimes necessary to 
keep a boom under control. Tight money is al- 
ways unpopular in an election year; yet the 
whole reason for having a politically independent 
regulator of credit is that ft can, theoretically, 
disregard political pressures—which almost al- 
ways sork in favor of inflation, especially 
election years.

Business Week is surprising. It says the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board should be “above politics,” 
and “ought not to use its great powers for po- 
litical purposes,” but at the same time cannot 
“close its eyes to the political consequences of 
its actions.” What does this mean? Does it not 
sound as if Business Week is saying that the 
Federal Reserve Board should manage the credit 
supply in such a way as to insure the most 
favorable climate for the re-election of the 
Eisenhower Administration? 


If William McChesney Martin ever does that, 
he can be sure that the Board's independence, 
having been sacrificed in fact, will some day be 
ended in law. If a business-man’'s administration 
cannot keep the Board out of politics, no admin- 
istration can. If control of credit policy becomes 
political, the people will have every right to in- 
sist that responsibility for it also become politica!

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No One Was Injured—-This Time 
The county police are to be thanked warmly 
for having broken up the plans of South St 
Louis city and county high school boys to stage 
a free-for-all fight on Lemay Ferry road last 
Wednesday night.

How far has the Department of Justice gone 
in investigating whether Adolphe H. Wenzel! 
violated the conflict-of-interest laws? Is a com- 
pleted investigation being held in secrecy like 
almost every other phase of the now-famous 
Dixon-Yates power case, from its conception on? 
If not, what assurance is there that the depart- 
ment will make the facts public promptly on 
completion of its inquiry? 

We ask these questions because an announce- 
ment of the Justice Department investigation 
has only slipped out in a casual remark at a 
House subcommittee hearing. Assistant Attor- 
ney General Stanley N. Barnes mentioned it in 
answer to a general question about conflict-of- 
interest activity by his department. 

Mr. Wenzell cooked up the Dixon-Yates power 
idea when he was employed as a consultant to 
the Bureau of the Budget, fiscal arm of the 
President's office. He was at that time first 
vice president of the First Boston Corp., a New 
York financial concern specializing in power 
company securities.

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Holding Court in the Summer 

In another four weeks or so the trial divisions 
of the St. Louis Circuit Court for Criminal 
Causes will close up shop for the summer. This 
is an ancient custom based in large measure 
on the belief that it is too hot in St. Louis in 
the summer to try cases. 

The difficulty is that persons who are accused 
of felonies and who happen to be short the 
price of a bondsman’'s fee will have absolutely 
no opportunity to obtain the speedy public trial 
guaranteed by the Missouri Constitution. 

Defendants in criminal cases are innocent 
until proved guilty by the state. But in St. 
Louis in the summer the judges declare it is 
too warm for the state to furnish its proof. 
And so defendants are permitted to sweat it 
out in the steel frying-pan known as City Jail. 

For some time now the criminal docket has 
been so crowded that the right of a speedy trial 
has been more fiction than a fact. At last report 
the backlog ran to several hundred cases. The 
state provides only four courtrooms for trials, 
including one opened last month. One impor- 
tant reason for the huge docket is the failure 
of the Circuit Judges to stay on the job all 
year round. 

This summer the judges expect to return to 
duty about Aug. 13, some three weeks in ad- 
vance of the normal September opening—pro- 
vided that air-conditioning of the courtrooms 
and chambers is completed on schedule. In our 
opinion, this is not soon enough. 

In view of the backlog the courts ought not 
to be closed down at all. A vacation schedule 
for the judges can easily be arranged, with 
judges from the civil divisions filling in 

If it is not too hot for a defendant to sit in 
jail, it is not too hot for the judges to sit in court.

Soviet Schools Under Fire. Too 

The Soviet Ministry of Education and the Rus- 
sian Academy of Pedagogical Science are under 
fire from medical authorities and the Litera 
turnaya Gazeta for a self-defeating program of 
over-working pupils. The long hours of school 
work are said to cause “‘chronic exhaustion, fre- 
quent headaches, weakened memory and vision, 
proneness to infectious diseases with various 
complications which result in a general weaken- 
ing of the child's organism.” This was stated on 
the front page of the Gazeta over the signature 
of nine Soviet mecical men 

Other aspects of Russian education also were 
criticized, among them: inadequate school sani- 
tation, the practice of having pupils work part- 
time in factories while carrying on their studies, 
overloading of school physicians and poor teach- 
ing methods, books and examinations. Soviet 
educators were accused of being deaf to serious 
warnings, and they were told that their demand 
“exceeds the psycho-physiological capacity of 
children and, far from contributing to better 
progress in their studies, reduces their ability 
to assimilate the material.” 

Over-doing pressurized education in the Soviet 
Union is no answer to neglect in American 
schools of such fundamentals as reading and 
reckoning, to say nothing of inadequate prepara- 
tion for higher studies. The ideal still is the 
sane mind in the sane body: and there {s evi- 
dence enough, be the reason lack of facilities 
or lack of hard work, that American schools 
have been too easy on the mind. 
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No Tribute to Barkley 

There is ample reason to keep green for a 
long time to come the memory of the late former 
Vice President Alben W. Barkley, but there is 
no reason whatever to issue a Barkley commem- 
orative coin. 

Commemorative coins have long been a nul- 
sance bordering close to racket status. They 
are primarily promotional stunts and coin deal- 
ers figure prominently in the release of ‘the 
coins and the premium prices paid for them. 

The late Congressman John J. Cochran of St 
Louis, in one of his many public services years 
ago, exposed the whole commemorative coin 
business. Moreover he often stopped some fel- 
low member's scheme to issue a memorial coin. 

Congressman Noble J. Gregory of Kentucky 
who has introduced a bill for a Barkley coin 
doubiless has done so out of worthy motives.

Fair-minded squirrel-lovers will not prema- 
turely raise the eyebrow of suspicion about the 
latest threat to the White House squirrels, but 
they may view the developing situation with a 
degree of alarm. For some time those in charge 
of President Eisenhower's putting green have 
been openly anti-squirrel. In fact, they have ad- 
vocated deportation of the curve-tails. 

Now there is talk of rounding up the squir- 
rels at the end of their nesting season—about 
June 1—and taking them to the National Zoo- 
logical Park to see if they are victims of a 
squirrel disease said to be prevalent in the 
neighborhood.

A Georgia View of Senator George

The timing of Senator George's an- 
nouncement of his withdrawal from the 
race is important. The timing may ex- 
plain those “good and sufficient rea- 
sons’ to which the Senator referred, 
but did not specify, when he told that 
he was getting out. Herman Talmadge 
was announcing his candidacy on Fri- 
day morning, May 11, at 7 o'clock 

A withdrawal by George quickly, be- 
fore the Talmadge announcement, might 
cover up _indica- 
tions that Talmadge 
had forced the Sen- 
ator from the race 

George, who had 
read the signs and 
listened to reports 


from his closest 
friends, got out just 
45 hours before 


Talmadge intended 
officially to get in. 

Health and age 
undoubtedly played 
their part in influ- 


encing the Sena- 
tor's withdrawal. Walter F. Georce 
Senator Barkley’s 


recent death may 
too. 

But the chances are that worry about 
a campaign was less influential than 


have had influence, 


worry about the outcome of the elec-. 


tion. Evidence from. over the state 
was that the Talmadge organization was 
strong, perhaps too strong for Senator 
George to win. 

Furthermore, Herman Talmadge had 
indicated in a release, scheduled for 
this Friday morning, that he plarined a 
hard, slashing campaign. 

This original release was sent out— 
some hours after Senator George an- 
nounced his withdrawal—by a staff 


blunder at Talmadge’s Atlanta head- 
quarters. After the release was in the 
mail, every possible effort was made to 
regain all copies and suppress them. 
This attempt was unsuccessful. 


When one places this original release, 
the one planned for Friday, beside the 
announcement hurriedly prepared and 
published on Wednesday evening, he 
sees the difference between them. 

In the first, there is no trace of the 
gentle, almost deferential, statement by 
Mr. Talmadge that, if elected to the 
Senate, “it shall be my purpose to seek 
the advice and wise counsel of Senator 
George often.” 

The withdrawal of Senator George 
from the Senate race—whatever the 
actual reasons may be—takes a man, in 
January, 1957, from the upper chamber 
who has been of notable service to his 
nation and has brought distinction to 
his state. 


Georgia will always remember the 
part that Senator Walter F. George has 
played in maintaining the peace of the 
world and in pulling back the United 
States from that brink of war to which 
the present Administration, on several 
occasions, drifted. 


Now President Eisenhower has invit- 
ed Senator George to serve, as the 
President's special representative, at 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 


It is a great compliment to the Geor- 
gian. Whether or not the President did 
it as a political gesture to the Demo- 
crats—hurrying a belated effort to es- 
tablish a semblance of bipartisan control 
of foreign affairs—is of less importance 
than that Senator George, if he accepts 
the offer, can be of genuine service in 
an area where his experience and his 
wisdom are needed. 


Women and Water 
From the Chicago Daily News 


Women as a rule are not notably in- 
volved in attempts to solve the com- 
plex problems of flood control, agricul- 
ture, engineering or conservation. But 
the League of Women Voters has recog- 
nized the essential concern of every 
citizen over the nation’s dwindling 
water supplies. 


At its twenty-second annual conven- 
tion in Chicago, it decided to make 
conservation, primarily of water, one 
of its principal fields of study next 
year. 


The League is to be commended for 
recognizing the national threat in the 
increasing water shortages in many 
parts of the nation. The extent of this 
threat is indicated in a 1953 report of 
the United States Geological Survey, 
which showed that 1000 United States 
cities had to restrict their use of water. 


Commenting on the situation in a 
recent issue of the magazine U.S. News 
& World Report, Lt. Gen. Samuel D. 


Sturgis Jr., chief of engineers, 
States Army, warned that “if something 
is not done now, then 20 or 25 years 
from now it may be too late.” 

Already, farmers in many areas for- 
merly believed to have an ample water 
supply, such as the Ohio watershed, 
have had to resort to hauling water to 
their famished crops. 

In New Orleans two years ago the 
lowered water table permitted salt 
water to crawl up the Mississippi to 
within a couple of blocks of the city 
water mains. The Corps of Engineers 
had to release water at Montana's Fort 
Peck Reservoir—2500 miles away—to 
bring the Mississippi water flow back 
to normal and save the New Orleans 
water supply. 

Chicago and the other cities on the 
Great Lakes are blesséd with virtually 
unlimited water resources. But only a 
short distance #way, even in some 
suburban areas, the situation is dis- 
turbing.

Inherent Human Rights 


THE FORGOTTEN NINTH AMENDMENT, by Ben- 
nett 8. Patterson. (Bobbs-Merril!, 217 pgs. $5.) 
A little used, little understood Amend- 

ment to our Constitution and one of 

the ten comprising what we know as the 

Bill of Rights is the Ninth, which Mr. 

Patterson, an eminent attorney, holds 

up for an examination it has long de- 

served and never received. 

Containing only 21 words it reads: 
“The enumeration in the Constitution of 
certain rights shall not be construed to 
deny or disparage others retained by 
the people.” And it first appeared as 
Article XV of a proposed Bill of Rights 
which had been promised to several of 
the founding states as the price of their 
ratification of the Constitution 

The author has investigated the ori 
gin of this Amendment and concludes 
that the Ninth Amendment is a basic 
statement of the inherent natural! rights 
of the individual. Why then has it been 
cited by the Supreme Court only nine 
times and never construed in the more 
than 165 years since its adoption? 


Mr. Patterson says the Court should 
not be criticized for this, because the 
Simple fact is that the question has 
never been presented to it. , 

“How unfortunate it is,” he says, 
“that with this fundamental expression 
in our Constitution no occasion 
has ever been found for any Court in 
the United States to ever utilize, the 
Ninth Amendment . as the hasis 
for the vindication of natural and in- 
herent liberty. Is there such a thing,’ 
he asks, “or do our rights arise out of 
the Constitution > 

. . 

The author ins that the Constitu- 
tion is not the only source of our indi- 
vidual liberties, and he quotes Justice 
Chase in a very early case to show 
what kind of rights are protected by 
the Ninth Amendment: “A law that pun- 
ished a citizen . . for an act, which, 
when done, was in violation of no exist- 
ing law; a law that destroys, or impairs, 
the lawful private contract of citizens 
or a law that takes property from 
A. and gives to B.” These, he said, 
would violate inherent individual rights. 

The ultimate conclusion of the book, 
well supported by its citations, is that 
the Ninth Amendment protects persona! 
rights and liberties as distinguished 
from public or collective rights. And 
this flows from the whole philosophy 
of the Constitution, which is one of 
checks and counter checks. 


Mr. Patterson points out that the 
Ninth Amendment is the balance to 
the “General Welfare” clause, to assure 
that the cardinal principle of our na- 
tion, “that individual liberty is para- 
mount, and can only be limited by pub- 
lic necessity,” will endure. 

As the distinguished Dean Pound 
writes in his introduction, “the Ninth 
Amendment is a pronouncement of a 
solemn warning to the agencies of gov 
ernment that there are reasonable ex- 
pectations of individual men living in 
civilized society which the people re- 
tain and for which recognition and se- 
curity may be demanded.”

18—When the Cardinals filtered into 


the bus that brought them from Jersey City to Philadelphia 
close to the witching hour the other night, a husky young man 
with a black cloudy look stalked aboard and in anger pounded 


a fist into a seat 

“A blankety-blank bad night:” 
he growled in disgust, “a real 

lousy exhibition of how not to 
hit; how not to field and how 
not to win ball games.” 

Kenton Lloyd Boyer, in se- 
vere self-recrimination, was ex- 
hibiting there the determina- 
tion and the aggressiveness that 
have made him an early sec- 
ond-season standout with the 
Redbirds. If he seemed as placid 
and as phlegmatic as a well-fed 
family cat as a freshman, hes 
as awesome as a hungry gel 
in his spohomore season 

Like the  rippling-muscled, 
steel-clawed, striped cat of the 
jungle, the new Boyer is a 
killer. A nice enough guy off 
the field. understand. but on 
it one of the biggest, tastest 
and strongest players in the 
National League — a physical 
combination comparable to 4a 
tiger's among lesser beasts— 
and with a game-time dispo- 
sition almost to match 

It's assurance and ambition, 
the feeling of belonging in the 
big-league company he = now 
keeps and the desire to make 
the big money General Man- 
acer Frank Lane mentioned 
when the boss gave him a stern 
spring-training pep talk about 
bearing down all the time 

Pep Talks and Visions. 

It was Lane who pumped 
Boyer full of notions that with 
assiduous application of all his 
talents, he could become one 
of the game's greatest — and 
highest-salaried stars — and it 
was the general manager, too, 
who saw in the large, hand- 
some righthanded-hitting third 
baseman the solution to a prob- 
lem as vexing as Redbird pitch- 
ing. 


“He.” said Lane. “is the an- 
swer to our need for a clean-up 
man. I believe The guy to

Swinging the big bat, ripping 
confidently instead of pawing

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OPTIMISTIC PICTURE OF FUTURE

NEW YORK, May 18 (AP). 
F PLANNING will do it Americans are going to have a lot 
more things—and more new products—in 1959. The planning 
is being done by private industry here, and not by govern- 
ment as it would be in Russia. 

Industrial leaders have increased their 
expansion plans and research goals sharply 
of late. McGraw-Hill Publishing Co.’s ninth 
annual survey, announced today, shows that 
business as a whole now plans to spend almost 
39 billion dollars for new plants and equipment 
this year, a 30 per cent increase over 1955. 
This is four billion dollars more than a Govern- 
ment prediction in March. Today's survey 
shows that business also has plans now to 
spend another 39 billion in 1957, and that 
plans already drawn up call for spending more 
in both 1958 and 1959 than was spent in 1955, 

WHAT'S MORE, MANUFACTURING COMPANIES say they 
expect 11 per cent of their 1959 sales to be in products that 
weren't even made in 1955. To do this they expect to increase 
their spending on research and development by 33 per cent to 
a total of nearly $6,500,000,000 a year by 1959. Manufacturing 
capacity, increasing this year by 8 per cent, will be half again 
as large by the end of the year as it was at the start of the 
Korean war. The results of the survey—one of thé most opti- 
mistic reports on the business future made in recent weeks 
top the predictions of the United States Department of Commerce 
and the Securities and Exchange Commission, 

IN MARCH THEY REPORTED THAT BUSINESS MEN had 
raised their sights since being queried ‘ast fall and as of this 
spring were planning to spend 35 billion dollars this year, a 22 
per cent rise over last. The McGraw-Hill survey two months 
later goes the Government one better, as well as looking three 
years further ahead. Here are other of its findings: Manufac- 
turing companies as a whole plan to spend 45 per cent more 
this year than last, railroads 62 per cent more, mining 34 per 
cent more, petroleum companies 11 per cent more, utilities 15 
per cent more, and wholesale and retail trade 20 per cent more 
ABOUT 30 PER CENT OF CAPITAL EXPENDITURES wij\| 
for new construction and 70 per cent for new equipment.

Liquidation in May Wheat Can Restore Body Resist- 
| —Corn Affected by Wash- 


ance to Disease, Dr. 
C. A. Doan Says. |

Removal of the spleen can 
sometimes restore the body's 
natural resistance to disease 
after it has been lost as a result 
of such ailments as hemolytic 
anemia or certain types of 
hemorrhage, Dr. Charles A. 
Doan, director of medical re- 
search and dean of the College 
of Medicine at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, said here last night 

Dr. Doan, delivering the 
twenty-first annual Leo Loeb 
lecture in the auditorium of the 
David P. Wohl Jr. Memorial 
Hospital, 4960 Audubon ave- 
nue, discussed the function of 
the RE (reticuloendothelial) cell 
system in providing man’s basic 


mechanism of resistance to 
disease. 

Although the RE system pro- 
vides immunity against many 


diseases, it sometimes adversely 
affects certain of the blood ele- 
ments. Because the spleen con- 
tains many RE cells under cir- 
cumstances in which they have 
a good opportunity to attack 
these blood cells, removal of, 
the spleen greatly modifies or 
eliminates disease symptoms in 
many patients, he said. 

Among Dr. Doan’s contribu- 
tions to medical research is a 
paper on the circulation of the 
bone marrow which was written 
when he was a freshman med- 
ical student at Johns Hopkins 
University. It is still a classic 
in its field. He has since pub- 
lished 191 scientific papers and 
books 

He has. conducted research | 
on tuberculosis and the hema- 
tologic responses of the bone 
marrow to chemical fractions 
of the tubercle bacillus Re- 
cently he has been working on | 
the chemotherapy of leukemia. ' 

Dr. Loeb, in whose honor the | 
lecture is presented, is profes- 
sor emeritus of pathology at 
Washington University School 
of Medicine. He is probably | 


best known for h his work on can- |

HOUSE GROUP APPROVES BILL 
FOR SEWAGE PLANT GRANTS 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP) 
—Legislation to extend the 
Water Pollution Control Act

| PROPOSES U.S. 
CARRY ALL ATOM 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
-—William S. Peterson, president 
of the American Public Power 
Association, suggested yester- 
day that the Government “as- 
sume the entire public liability 
risk" on private atomic power 
' plants for a 10-year period. 

At the end of that period, he 


said, the Government would 
gradually begin to reduce its 
coverage and “the private in- 


surance industry would begin to 
previde coverage.” 

He outlined the proposal to 
the Joint Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee, suggesting 
it as an alternative to “some 
combination of private insur- 
ance and government indem- 
nity’ from the outset which he 
said Senator Clinton Anderson 
(Dem.) New ‘Mexico, chairman 
of the committee had suggested. 

Peterson declared that the 
combination suggested by An- 
derson, as well as by a legisla- 
tive bill drafted by Representa- 
tive Melvin Price (Dem.), Illin- 
ois, “would put the Atomic 
Energy Commission into the 
business of deciding how much 
private insurance each reactor 
operator and manufacturer must 
carry and what constitutes rea- 


sonable rates at a time when 
there apparently is almost no 
basis for making such judg- 
ments.”

Had Heroic Career

A passion for un- 
derstatement and 
privacy obscured the 
full accomplishments 
of Royal Navy Cmdr. 
Lionel (Buster) 
Crabb during the 
nearly 14 years he 
risked his life under 
water. 

Typically, only a 
few days before 
starting on the mis- 
sion where he dis- 
appeared last month, 
Crabb described it to 
friends as “a chance 
to get my feet wet.” 

He gave no hint 
that “a little job 
down in Portsmouth” 
could develop into 
an international mat- 
ter and prompt un- 
precedented action by a British Prime Minister. 

Crabb, 46 years old, had been retired for a year 
and, according to friends who knew him well, was out 
of training for the gruelling below-surface work he 
apparently undertook. 

Though Crabb was aware of this, his past demon- 
strated he would never, under any circumstance, dodge 
an assignment if he felt it might help his country.

(THE BRITISH ADMIRALTY on April 30 announced 
that Crabb was missing and presumed drowned while , 
making secret underwater experiments in the Ports- 
mouth naval base area. Then, on May 5, a Soviet 
embassy spokesman in London said that a Russian 
lookout spotted a British frogman (presumably Crabb) 
surfacing some 20 yards from the Soviet cruiser 
Orjonikidze April 18 in Portsmouth harbor. That 
was the day the cruiser arrived bringing Nikita 
Krushchev and Nikolai Bulganin to England for 
their visit. 

(Russia later revealed an exchange of notes on 
the subject, in which Britain apologized for unauthor- 
ized snooping by Crabb near the cruiser and ex- 
pressed regret for the incident. 

(Prime Minister Anthony Eden has refused to give 
Parliament any details on the case, despite an opposi- 
tion demand for full debate. A motion to censure 
Eden was defeated, 316 to 229, after Eden's state- 
ment that “I deplore this debate and will say no 
more.’’) 


CMDR. LIONEL CRABB 


> Say 

SEVERAL FRIENDS have testified that Crabb was & 
a supreme royalist. He also felt that the means 
always developed when the end was sufficiently im- & 
portant and, in this belief, undertook jobs that others FY 
might have rejected as “impossible.” : 

The results of his undertakings belied the fact 
that Crabb never had been able to swim much more 
than 100 yards without swim-fins. 

His mission—whatever it was—involving the cruiser 
Orjonikidze was not the first contact by the World 
War II naval hero with the Russian fleet. 

Three years ago, when the Kremlin sent several 
vessels to participate in a coronation revue, Crabb is 
reported to have made an underwater inspection of 
the cruiser Sverdlovsk. . 


: 

DURING THE WAR, the missing officer started in 
. the unromantic but vital job.of keeping the Mediter- 

ranean open to Allied shipping. 

He was stationed at Gibraltar as mine disposal of- 
ficer and wore an ordinary swim suit and outdated 
preathing apparatus on his early underwater missions. 

For his accomplishments, Crabb was awarded the 
King George medal and won the admiration-of Italian 
frogmen who operated with much more advanced 
equipment. Before the final Italian surrender, a num- 
ber of the country’s top underwater specialists made 
their way to surrender to Crabb personally.

IN THE POSTWAR YEARS, much of the frogman’s 

efforts—at least the part that is known— were on 
> mercy missions. 
; As a 40-year-old civilian, he disregarded nightfall 
and a strong tide, to lead rescue workers 60 feet 
* underwater to the submarine Truculent when it had 
- a mishap in the Thames. 

Another time, without disclosing that he was suf- 
fering from lumbago which less than a week previ- 
+ ously had prevented him from bending even in a 
normal way, he completed an assignment involving 
several unexploded bombs lodged near a sunken 
ocean liner in the Mediterranean. 

Three years ago, on a delicate assignment during 
test of secret equipment, the diver came near death 
when the mouthpiece on his breathing equipment 
slid out of place 

When he finally was able to put the vital piece 
back into his mouth, he was too fatigued to be able 
to blow out the water which had accumulated. For- 
tunately, an alert colleague on the surface had 
spotted the absence of air bubbles and moved quickly 
to avert a disaster.

CRABB’S PRIVATE LIFE, like his naval career, 
was to some extent as unsettled as the treacherous 
waters where he made his fame. 

His wife, Mrs. Margaret Elaine Crabb, 42, had their 
marriage dissolved 18 months ago, only year after 
they were married. She claimed she had not seen 
Crabb since his retirement from the Navy. 

The Admiralty announcement that the frogman 
was missing and presumed dead, brought Mrs. Crabb 
to Portsmouth, where she told reporters she wanted 
to “seek out the truth.” 

Like several of his friends, including a diving 
colleague who last weekend made his own underwater 
inspection of the Portsmouth area, Mrs. Crabb be- 
lieves her former husband still may be alive. 
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Toothpaste Tube 
By Christopher Billopp 


O get toothpaste out of a toothpaste tube, the tube 
T must be squeezed. It can be squeezed either from the 

middie or from the bottom. Some people prefer to 
squeeze it from the bottom since the tube can then be 
rolled up and at all times present an orderly, rounded sur- 
face. Other people prefer to squeeze the tube from the 
middle. And they do not roll it up. Very soon the tube 
assumes an unsightly appearance, being twisted in all direc- 
tions 

A painful situation is created when two persons use 
the same tube and one squeezes from the bottom and the 
other from the middle. Then every time the first tries to 
give the tube a neat, orderly appearance, the other one will 
upset it all by giving the tube a middle squeeze. A bottom 
squeezer may protest to the middle squeezer, calling at- 
tention to the unsightly appearance of the tube. But the 
middle squeezer will shrug the criticism off, asking what 
difference it makes whether the toothpaste tube is neat or 
not. After all, it is only a toothpaste tube. 

The bottom squeezer will retort that persons who are 
not neat in small matters will also not be neat in large 
ones. A person who is indifferent to the appearance of a 
toothpaste tube will soon be indifferent to his or her own 
appearance. The difference might be settled by each per- 
son using a separate toothpaste tube. But that would mean 
keeping double the supply of toothpaste on hand when al- 
ready there is great difficulty in keeping one toothpaste 
tube around. 

Occasionally there will be found instances of two per- 
sons using the same toothpaste tube and both squeezing 
either from the bottom or from the top.

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A Helping Hand From Big Brothers 


Project Has Provided Aid for Problem Boys Since Founding 52 Years. Ago

AST year, Charles Berwind 
L was in California, helping 

organize a chapter of Big 
Brothers. of America, when he 
was askéd, on a few minutes 
notice, to appear on television. 
As he recalls, two big cameras 
were wheeled toward him, the 
announcer turned to him and 
said: 

“And now, Mr. Berwind, you 
have 30 seconds to tell your 
story about Big Brothers.” 

Berwind, national president 
of Big Brothers of America, and 
active in the Philadelphia 
group, is so imbued with his 
favorite subject that be found 
it impossible to give a 30-second 
synopsis of this project which 
has helped fatherless boys with 
behavior problems for the past 
52 years. However, he also 
could write several volumes on 
their work. 


Here in St. Louis for a two- 
day confererice of the national 
organization, Berwind last night 
presented the Big Brother of 
the Year award to Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. It 
was an appropriate presentation 
as Judge Thomas C. Hennings, 
father of the Senator, who saw 
his son receive the award, was 
responsible for the establish- 
ment of the St. Louis group of 
Big Brothers, in 1914. Big 
Brothers had its original be- 
ginning 10 years before that, 
in New York. 


“Big Brothers started with a 
man named Ernest Coulter, who 
is now dead,” Felix Gentile, also 
of Philadelphia and executive 
secretary of the organization, 
says. “Coulter was clerk of the 
orphans court in New York 
and saw too many repeat cases 
of boys who got into trouble. 
He went to the men’s committee 
of the First Presbyterian 
Church and suggested that each 
of them take a boy. It was such 
a success that they formed an 
organization to continue the 
work.” 


The movement expanded by 
itself to other cities, among 
them St. Louis. Now a United 
Fund agency, the local Big 
Brothers group is headed by 
Norfleet Rand. In 1946, the 13 
established agencies decided 
they needed professional ap- 
praisal of their work, so the 
Philadelphia organization in- 
vited the 12 others to their 
camp, Camp Wyomissing, to 
confer. The next year, the 13 
groups formed the national Big 
Brothers of America. There are 
groups now in 30 cities, many 
of which have several groups, 
Catholic, Jewish, and non-sec- 
tarian. Berwind estimates that 
there are about 10,000 active 
Big Brothers. 


“The simplest way of describ- 
ing a Big Brother,” he says, “is 
a man from any walk of life 
who has a boy’s interest at heart 
and has the knowledge and wis- 
dom to use his capacities, tal- 
ents, and capabilities in the in- 
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BIG BROTHERS OF AMERICA, WHO CAME TO ST. LOUIS FOR A TWO-DAY CONFERENCE OF THE NA- 


terest of that boy, to change 
him from a problem child into 
a first class citizen.” 

Big Brothers come from 
many kinds of backgrounds. 
There are mechanics and pro- 
fessional men, factory workers 
and big wheel industrialists like 
Berwind, who heads the Ber- 
wind-White Coal Mining Co. 
Most of them become active 
through friends, church groups, 
men’s clubs. 

The boys who need help, 
termed little brothers, may 
come from any place, through 
the request of their mothers, 
from social agency referrals. 
Whatever the source, the boy 
is a problem or a potential 
problem, and his family situa- 
tion is inadequate. 

“It may be that his father is 
out of th® home,” says Gen- 
tile, “or if he’s there he doesn't 
amount to much. There’s some- 
thing lacking in his life and 
provisions must be made for a 
substitute.”

Big Brother and little brother 
may meet anywhere—in the 
boy’s home, in the Big Brother's 
office, in the agency office.

Usually big and little 
brother become friends with a 
friendship as lasting as any 
made under other circum- 
stances.

Fix It Yourself

Patching Concrete Steps. 

OMPARED with most wood 

outdoor steps, concrete 

ones require a miminum 
amount of care or attention. But 
sometimes it happens that the 
edge of a tread gets broken 
off and then a repair job is in 
order before someone takes a 
nasty fall. 

The first thing you have to 
do is to cut out the damaged 
area so it will hold a patch. Use 
a cold chisel for this job and 
cut back the ends of the chipped 
area so that they slant out- 
ward toward the back end of 
the riser. This will produce a 
key which is going to help to 
hold the wet concrete patch in 
place while and after it is hard- 
ening. 

After you've cut out the 
damaged portion of the tread, 
get some pieces of lumber and 
rig up a crude form.to help 
hold the patch in place until it 
has become hard enough to 
hold by itself. A piece of wide 
board fastened across th riser 
and coming flush with the top 
edge of the damaged tread is 
sufficfent Don't put up this 
form immediately but have it 
handy for when it’s needed. 


Mix up some portland ce- 
ment and water to the con- 
sistency. of thick paint and 
brush it over the concrete 


where the patch is to go. Now 
mix up your concrete for the 
patch using either ready mixed 
mortar or a mixture of one 
part cement, two parts sand and 
three parts gravel. Don’t make 
the mixture too wet because if 


you do the patch will have 
trouble holding. 
Apply the concrete with a 


smal!l trowel and allow it to ex-

Hitchcock at His Best 


F you're given to biting your fingernails in moments of 
Jesse, we'd strongly recommend you tape them up or 
ear gloves or something if you go to see “THE MAN 
WHO KNEW TOO MUCH,” which opens tonight at the ST. 
LOUIS THEATER. I know it is repetitious 
to keep saying about every Alfred Hitch- 
cock picture that the old master of sus- 
pense—I suspect he invented suspense— 
has done it again. So this time I'll say he 
has surpassed himself. 

I don’t think anyone has ever so wick- 
edly prolonged the agony of uncertainty 
and unbearable tension as this director has in a scene in 
London’s Albert Hall. A symphony orchestra and 350-voice 
choir are doing something big called “Storm Cloud Cantata” 
and working toward’a mighty crescendo. Behind the red 
curtains of a box an evil-faced assassin is waiting with drawn 
pistol to assassinate the prime minister of an unnamed coun- 
try who is sitting in another box. When the cymbal player 
crashes his cymbals to top the crescendo he will fire and 
the sound of the shot will be drowned out. 

By a door below, Doris Day recognizes the assassin, and 
knows what he is going to do, because a dying French spy 
whispered the secret to her husband in a market place in 
Marrakech, French Morocco, as the Frenchman lay gasping 
with a dagger in his back. But Doris is helpless with terror 
and anguish, because the men plotting the assassination have 
kidnaped her 7-year-old son and will kill the boy if she 
gives away the secret. Her husband, Jimmy Stewart, comes 
in at the last minute after having been imprisoned in a 
church by a bogus parson and his wife and frantically rushes 
up to the hall behind the box to warn the prime minister, 
but the police refuse to let him by or take his message. The 
fateful crescendo draws closer and closer. The player takes 
up his cymbals. The assassin aims. What will happen? It's 
enough to give strong men the shakes. 

One climax like that would be enough for most directors, 
but Hitchcock and scripter John Michael Hayes equal it 
right after that with another terrific assault on your nerves 
as Jimmy and Doris attempt to find out ‘ their son is being 
held prisoner in an embassy where he'll most certainly be 
killed to get rid of him, and to rescue him. 

All through it, the bizarre has been cunningly utilized 
in setting and plot. There is the mysterious Frenchman 
(Daniel Gelin in his first American film) who pumps the 
American McKennas, a doctor and his wife (Stewart and 
Miss Day) so craftily about their background as they tour 
Marrakech on holiday. There is a swank Arab hotel and 
strange eating customs, a friendly English couple (Brenda de 
Banzie and Bernard Miles) who are perhaps too friendly, a 
wild chase through the native market place. There is a wild 
and funny fight in a quaint London taxidermist shop with 
the stuffed animals ldoking on imperturbably (just dragged 
into the plot, I imagine, because Hitchcock thought it would 
be amusing) the shock of seeing the phony minister in a 
drab side-street church. 

So intriguing is Hitchcock's handling of this, so slick fs 
Hayes’s script (he repeats the clever jobs he did in 
Window” and “Dial M for Murder’) so convincing is the 
acting (Miss Day is surprisingly good) and so striking is the 
VistaVision-Technicolor photography, that you're inclined 
to overlook the fact there are great big holes in the logic 
here and there. The London police wouldn't be as mulishly 
stupid as they are twice made out to be, the McKennas 
wouldn't be as obdurately set on going it alone in playing 
detective, there would be a much simpler way of rescuing 
the boy with a phone call to the right person. But don’t 
think about it and it won't spoil your enjoyment of one of 
the best pictures of the year. 


Svengali and His Trilby 


George du Maurier’s romantic old novel, “Trilby,” which 
has been filmed three times before (once John Barrymore 
played Svengall), has had life breathed into it once more in 
an exquisitely photographed English production, “SVEN- 
GALI,” to open tonight at the PAGEANT. 

Noel Langley, who wrote the screenplay 
and directed, has done a first-rate job in 
recreating atmosphere and mood of the 
Bohemian quarter of Paris of the later 
nineteenth century and in giving an eerie 
plausibility to the bizarre tale of the un- 
kempt street musician who hypnotizes the 
tone-deaf mode] with the poor voice into the development 
of a beautiful soprano which makes her the toast of Europe. 
The lovely pastels and smoky tones of his colors suggest the 
same sort of camera filters used in “Moulin Rouge,” but the 
composition itself is arresting, skillful, often memorably 
beautiful. There are flashes in scenes hauntingly reminis- 
cent of some of the fresh and eye-filling paintings of the 
expressionists of the period, particularly Renoir. 

Hildegarde Neff makes Trilby sympathetic and appeal- 
ing, a warm and sensitive girl, simple, disarmingly frank, 
and friendly. The small, husky voice she uses to good effect 
in the Broadway musical comedy “Silk Stockings” is here 
flattened to make her an object of good-natured laughter. 
(Elizabeth Schwartzkopf supplies the dubbed-in soprano for 
the concert sequences when Trilby has been transformed to 
a great singer.) Donald Wolfit, the English Shakespearean 
actor, plays Svengali without overdoing it, an extraordinary 
achievement in itself, as the repellent, sinister man with the 
stringy hair and beard, theatrical black cloak, slouch hat, 
and hypnotic eyes is an invitation to hamming few actors 
could resist. Wolfit makes him baleful, repulsive, mean and 
fearful, but quite human. Terence Morgan is Billy, the 
young artist of good family who wants to marry Trilby. 


Beautiful Redheads 

“SLIGHTLY SCARLET,” at LOEW’S STATE, is twice 
blessed with beauty, having those two gorgeous redheads, 
Arlene Dah] and Rhonda Fleming, and in Superscope and 
Technicolor yet. They play sisters. Rhonda is an apparently 
virtuous secretary to the wealthy reform 
candidate for mayor who is in love with 
her, yet she has in some unexplained fash- 
ion acquired a decorator’s dream of a 
house, a magnificent convertible and some 
expensive clothes. Rhonda is stunning 
enough to forgive for her acting sins. 
Arlene is a kleptomaniac who is shown 
being released from a prison term for shoplifting when the 
picture opens, and apparently has another form of mania, 
too. She is a shrewd actress in her portrayal of the slither- 
ing, unstable girl. 

For the rest, if you can notice something besides red- 
heads, they have made a routine crime film out of a James 
M. Cain novel, “Love's Lovely Counterfeit,” in which John 
Payne plays both ends against the middle in a dangerous 
game of double-crossing a crime-political baron (Ted De- 
Corsia); taking over his organization, playing ball with the 
reform mayor but privately corrupting his chief of police 
and stealing his secretary, and setting up a gambling-house 
syndicate. He ends up, understandably, full of holes, but 
the final gun battle, with gore flowing copiously from both 
Payne and DeCorsia, is just the shock treatment Arlene 
needs to cure her of her manias, so Rhonda is smiling hope- 
fully and radiantly as the bodies are carted off. The cure 
is not recommended for home use without a physician's 
prescription.

Role Playing’ asa Rehovior Guide 


Expert Would Teach Children by Group Consideration of Situations 


By Mary Kimbrough 


HEN Junior slugs the next 

door neighbor boy or Susie 

becomes a tattle-tale, don't 
label them “bad children” and 
haul out the razor strap. In- 
stead, take it as “mistaken be- 
havior,” help them back on the 
right track and not only will 
they be happier youngsters and 
better students today but they'll 
grow into better adjusted adults 
tomorrow. 


This is the advice to harried 
parents given by Dr. Fannie R. 
Shaftel, associate professor of 
education at Stanford Universi- 
ty, in St. Louis this week for a 
series of conferences with par- 
ents and teachers. She ad- 
dressed representatives of 150 
organizations in an all-day con- 
ference on “Rearing Children 
of Good Will,” today at Hotel 
Gatesworth. 


But though she would spare 
the rod, Dr. Shaftel hastens to 
add that she doesn’t believe 
for a moment in letting a child 
run wild with no _ parential 
frown. However, she is con- 
vinced that harsh punishment 
will not teach a child right and 
wrong. He must learn this for 
himself through trials and er- 
rors 


“Discipline, yes. Punishment, 
no. Firmness and_ kindness, 
definitely,” she says. 


Instead of punishment, Dr. 
Shaftel would substitute prob- 
lems as a teaching tool leading 
to right behavior. But the prob- 
lems are helpful only as the 
child learns to solve them. 


“Everyone has to make de- 


cisions of the moment,” she 
said. “We are secking to learn 
if it’s possible to educate a 


youngster to base those de- 
cisions on suspended judgment, 
thinking first of how his ac- 
tions will affect those around 
him.” 

This is the heart of her spe- 
cial interest in the realm of 
child education, “role playing,” 
in which groups of children are 
given situations to consider and 
solve. 

“Let’s take as an example a 
situation in which a child is 
forbidden to play with another 
youngster. He obeys insofar 
as he stays In his own yard, but 
he and the other child throw 
the ball to one another over 
the roof of _the house e.
